CURRENT NOTES. 

National Safety Week. 
A spectaL National Safety Week is to be held under the 
auspices of the National Safety First Association, on 
which the British Medical Association is represented by 
Mr. FE. B. Turner, F.R.C.S., and in connexion with this 
there will be a conference, which will be very largely and 
influentially supported, in Liverpool from May 19th to 24th. 
The council hopes that the movement will have the support 
of members all over the country, for it is known that some 
15,000 people are killed and over a million injured each 
vear in accidents at work, on the street, and in the home, 
the majority of which could be avoided by the - exercise 
of a little more care on the part of those involved. It is 
hoped by the present movement to focus public opinion 
on this unduly heavy toll of life and limb, particularly 
among children. 


Social Life and the Association. . 

Reviewing, pursuant to the standing instruction of the 
Council of the Association and on its behalf, the annual 
reports of the Divisions and Branches for 1929, the 
Organization Committee notes with much gratification

glasses, complete with case, for the fee of 17s. 6d.; and tet = 
those present to send those of their patients who were qualified 
for this benefit, and who required treatment, to the dispengj 
optician, who would make the necessary arrangements foy an 
ophthalmic medical practitioner to see the patient. ' 
Mr. Ricnarpson read a_ very inieresting and instructive 
paper on puerperal morbidity, dealing first with the etiology, ans 
then with the pathological and clinical conditions which arose ‘from 
infection at childbirth. Dividing treatment into prophylactic and 
curative, he said that he attached the greatest possible im : 
to the former. He welcomed ante-naial work, and said that he was 
in the habit of giving his patients quinine daily for three weeks 
preceding confinement. He added that masks were just as impor. 
tant as gloves and gowns during labour, and should always be worn 
Curative treatment had proved most disappointing, but sometimes 
in a fairly early stage glycerin inserted into the uterus did good. 
he thought that serum was sometimes helpful, while vaccine therapy 
was useless, Operative treatment was usually fatal. In the subse. 
quent very interesting discussion Drs, Ramsay, Kinsey, Morgay 
VerRNON, NANKIVEL, and Lyster took part. 7

Ar a meeting of the Dundee Branch on April 29th, with Dr. R, @, 
Buist in the chair, Dr, J. M..Woopsurn Morison of Edinburgh 
gave a most interesting address on massive collapse of the lung 
(synonym—active lobar collapse). His paper was illustrated by 
excellent lantern slides, the z-ray work having been carried out in 
the wards with a portable apparatus. The condition was defined as 
being ‘‘ a collapse of the lung or part of the lung, of sudden onset 
lobar in distribution, with coincident accumulation of mucus in the 
corresponding bronchi, and accompanied by characteristic physical 
signs, of which the chief is displacement of the heart towards the 
affected side. Dr. Woodburn Morison differentiated this actiye 
collapse from the passive pulmonary collapse associated with 
pleural effusion, pneumothorax, and bronchial obstruction. After 
a description of a typical case he gave details of eight selected cases 
which illustrated most of the variations which occurred in this 
condition. These cases were post-operative, post-traumatic, ard 
associated with inflammatory lesions of the lung. The history 
of the subject was then discussed, and various theories about the 
anatomy of the lung and the local spasm of normal bronchi 
occurring in lipiodol injections were described and illustrated by 
x-ray slides and diagrams. Finally the differential diagnosis wag 
dealt with, and a discussion followed, in which Professors Dow, 
Patrick, and Price, and Drs. Mitts, MiLter, Mackin, and others 
took part. 


GriBRALTAR BRANCH. 
A ciinicaL meeting of the Gibraltar Branch was held at the 
Colonial Hospital on March 27th, when the president, Dr. James 
LocHHEAD, was in the chair, and eleven members were presenf: 
A large number of medical officers of the Mediterranean Fleet, at 
the ages stationed at Gibraltar, also aiiended the meeting as 
guests. 

Dr. Locuneap exhibited several cases; among these, one of 
mycosis fungoides, which had started as an acute exfoliative 
dermatitis with severe constitutional disturbances, attracted general 
interest, He also showed a case of congenital tumour of the neck 
in a man, who stated that his son and a sister of his were similarly 
afflicted. From the point of view of differential diagnosis he 
demonstraied a case of necrosis of the lumbar vertebrae with. 
psoas abscess formation, which had been admiited originally as an 
acute abdomen and appendicectomy performed. He called atten- 


tion to the rarity of colonic cancer among the Spanish patients 


treated at the hospital, though rectal carcinoma occurred quite 
frequently. 

Dr. GrirritHs demonstrated a case of empyema due to the 
bursting of an amoebic abscess of the liver into the pleura, which 


was being successfully treated by emetine injections after resection 


of a rib. He also showed two cases of cerebro-spinal syphilis. 


Dr. Deate demonstrated a number of cases of fractures, illus-_ 


trated by radiograms; he explained his methods of applying 
extension by means of some very ingenious combinations of pulleys 


and balanced weights, adapted to permit a free range of move- 


ment of the affected limb, while ensuring absolute immobility of 
the fractured bones. He did not believe in treating all fractures 
indiscriminately by early movements, and _insis on securing 


very accurate reposition of fractures of the smaller bones, since’ 


they were concerned with the finer movements; he demonstrated 
several splints devised by Meurice Sinclair for this purpose. 
showed a hoy, aged 7, suffering from a fractured femur. This was 


the eighth fracture the patient had sustained, while the father had’ 


suffered from the same tendency to fractures to the age of 20 
when the disability had disappeared. A sister of the patient had 
had three fractures. Dr. Deale did not consider that the condition 


was fragililas ossium, since it disappeared after the age of 20. 


It was apparently a hereditary familial occurrence. He exhibited 
a successful spine graft in a case of Pott’s disease of the first and 
second lumbar vertebrae. 
Allbee’s technique in fixing the graft, kept the patient three months 
in bed after the operation, and ordered a special spinal support 
io be worn during the first three months of ambulant treatment. 


He demonsiraicd a case of burns treated by —— with 3 per- 


cent. solution of tannic acid, with excellent results; all sloughs and 
blisters should, he said, be carefully removed before spraying. He 
explained that the acid fixed the toxalbumins and thus mimmized 
shock, besides giving good local results.

tHe final scientific meeting of the session of the Porlsmouth 
Vivision was held at the Queen’s Hoiel, Southsea, on Apri) 10th, 
Phen the chairman, Dr. Warren, presided, and forty-five members 
rere present, of whom thirty-one sat down to the preceding supper. 
r. THomas Beaton gave an address on hysteria. He said that 
ne disease was characterized by two main features: emotional 
hie m excess of the needs of the situation, and physical dis- 
f tk y of a most varied distribuiion. Historically, up to the time 
ag War general opinion associated the condition principally with 
he emale sex, and the patients were Jargely handled by neuro- 


logists, who envisaged a disease of the nervous system. The did, 
however, appreciate the relationship with suggestion, and Babinski 
produced and removed symptoms by this means. Janet, who first 
studied the matter from the psychological standpoint, regarded 
hysteria as due to a weakness of the individual, defining the 
hysteric as a dependant who accepted and exploited his depen- 
dency. Freud and Jung, with the newér school of psychology, 
inferred the presence of an intrapsychic conflict, converted inte 
nervous inhibition of the lower levels with the subconscious gratifica- 
tion of wishes. These explanations were all based solely upon 
consideration of the patient individually, but the speaker pointed 
out the necessity for envisaging the patient in relation to his 
environment. In all cases of hysteria there was a morbid emotional 
aimosphere, with the patient as a centre of disturbance to those 
around him, and no true conception of the disorder could be 
reached, nor could there be any hope of success in the treatment 
of the case unless the environmental situations were dealt with. 
Dr. Beaion outlined his view of the condition as a reaction to the 
social environment, and then proceeded to consider questions of 
diagnosis and treatment. He pointed out the difficulties of 
— especially in view of the fact that the hysterical reaction 
could and did occur whether organic disease were present or not; 
consequently, it was common to find serious organic trouble, such 
as cerebral tumour or one of the chronic nervous degenerations, or 
an insidiously progressive mental disorder such as dementia 
praecox, almost entirely obscured in the early stages by symptoms 
which were purely hysterical, Often the diagnosis could only be 
established in the course of time by the developments of the case. 
In general, hysterical symptoms were always of such a nature and 
occurred always at such times as would best lead to the stimulation 
of sympathetic interest froni those around. Also there never arose 
those gross lapses from social habit, such as involuntary micturi- 
tion or defaecation, which were associated with actual organic 
disease. Successful treatment involved strict control of the patient’s 
environment and his removal from the members of the family and 
friends who reacted emotionally to him, The actual symptoms 
could best be dealt with then by suggestion. The doctor himself 
was often a large factor in the persistence of the disorder, and the 
altitude io be adopted was one of belief in the reality of the 
symptoms associated with belief in their curability. On no account 
should any surprise be shown at any new manifestation on the part 
of the patient. Dr. Beaton warned his hearers not to regard 
hysteria lightly. Quite apart from the fact that there was often 
serious organic disease beneath the hysterical symptoms, the con- 
dition itself could give rise to as much distress and trouble as any 
organic disease. Every effort should be made io terminate the 
course of the disorder before the hysterical reaction became a fixed 
habit on the part of the patient. :

THE B.M.A.’s PROPOSALS FOR A GENERAL 
MEDICAL SERVICE. 

Sirx,—I think the members who have drawn up the Medical 
Service Scheme (Supplement, April 26th) are te be congratulated 
on the wonderful amount of common sense they have managed 
to concentrate in so small a compass. Their proposals will 
affect the lives of every family, if not evéry individual in the 
community. The scheme from the public’s point of view is a 
perfect one for dealing with the health of the nation, but we 
must not let pride or a false nobility make us forget that it 
must also be financially spund for the profession; for the 
medical man who is worried by financial strain cannot give his 


mind fairly and properly to the consideration of his. patients’ - 


troubles. I would therefore venture to suggest that before the 
scheme is submitted to the authorities, the British Medical 
Association ought to decide definitely what remuneration should 
be paid to the doctors; if the scheme is once accepted by the 
authorities without this point being settled it will lead to end- 
less confusion and discontent. 

There are certain considerations which must be borne in 
mind, and one of these is the depreciation in the purchasin 
power of the pound sterling; another is that whereas medica 
men are not receiving for their services much more than before 
the war, other workers of the nation are receiving four and 
five times as much. On page 171, paragraph 32, appears a 


statement which may have been true fifty years ago, but which — 


I deny is so now: ** The desire of even poor-people to provide 
for themselves is a deeply rooted and laudable instinct.” In

ragraph 33 I think the method of arriving at a fee to be paid 
fo upers is wrong. These people might not make much use 
of the ‘“ parish doctor ’’ (honestly I don’t think they receive 
much encouragement), but place these people on the panel and 
they will require twice the ~mount of attention that the better 
fed and better housed*panei patients would require. Another 
difficulty in dealing with these cases is that their being ‘‘ on the 
parish ’’ is in many cases only temporary, so that sometimes you 
would have them on a list as paupers and at other times as 
ordinary panel patients. The only way is-to pay the same for 
all persons, the public assistance authorities paying the fees of 
the patient while he is ‘‘ down and out.” : 
A very important point is that under this comprehensive 
scheme in some districts everybody will come under it, leaving 
no private patients. Will the number of patients for each 
doctor be limited to 2,500? At the capitation fee of 9s. a head 
the income derived from general practice in these districts, after 
aying necessary expenses, motor car, etc., will not be enough 
For a medical man to live in any comfort whatever. The limi- 
tation would deprive the public of the good class of doctor 
that they most certainly ought to have. 
My chief point is that if this really great scheme is to be 
a success for the public it must pay the doctors well enough to 
encourage our very best young men and women to take up the 
= as their life work, and I further maintain that this 
inancial matter should be considered and settled at once before 
the scheme is passed on to be dealt with by non-medical politi- 
cians. This scheme may turn out to be the greatest boon the 
ublic has ever had offered to it, but there is no reason why 
000 medical men should make a present of it to the public; 
? they want it they must pay for it in a businesslike manner.—

Smr,—The proposals outlined in the Supplement of April 
20th lay stress on the necessity for the provision of a 
family doctor, that the service should be on a contributory 
insurance system, and that existing services should be extended 
by the inclusion of the dependants of insared persons. Also, 
that as a large part of medical service is now supplied on a 
contributory basis, it is better to extend the scope and extent 
of this existing system than to base a national service on an 
entirely new system. 

The London Public Medical Service, in common with many 
other similar services, largely covers the ground as outlined 
above. These services include the provision of a family doctor ; 
they are run on a contributory basis; they provide as full a 
choice of doctor by patient as possible; preserve the element of 
reasonable competition between practilioners;.and include not 
only the dependants of insured persons but all of a similar 
income limit who do not come within the National Health 
Insurance Acts. 

This seems an appropriate time for the British Medical Asso- 
ciation to push these services by helping to extend their scope 
and number, linking up new services with those already 
existing. The profession has always been opposed to State 
management, and in favour of contract practice being carried 
on under the control of the profession itself. These services 
are entirely under professional control, and if extended to 
cover the whole country would obviate the necessity of bringing 
the dependants of insured persons into the State scheme.—

Street, London, W.11, the authority granted by the Regulations 
made under the: Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to duly qualified 
medical practitioners to be in possession of and supply raw opium, 
coca leaves, and Indian hemp, and the drugs and preparations to 
which Part III of the Act applies; and has also directed ihat it 
shall not be lawful for Dr, Boclet to give prescriptions for the 
purposes of the Dangerous Drugs (Consolidation) Regulations, 1928. 
Any person supplying Dr. Boclet with these drugs or preparations, 
or supplying the drugs on a prescription signed by him, will be 
committing an offence against the Acts. ,
